unions and the United States Steel corporation, opened with the 
question as to the extent to which the industry has been affect- 
ed by the strike still uncertain, confused as it is by the con- 
flicting claims of the leaders on either side.

That the industry has been gravely crippled in the great 


:enters of Pittsburgh, Chicago and Youngstown was certain 
and early reports today recorded several gains for the strikers.

CARNEGIE PLANTS CLOSED 


In the Pittsburgh district several

Carnegie Steel 
company's 


plants were closed and the Braddock 
and Rankin -plants of the American 
Steel and Wire company, both of 
which attempted to continue opera- 
tions yesterday, shut down todav. 
These two concerns employ approxi- 
mately 1C 000 men 


In the Chicago district similar con- 


ditions prevailed. 
Nearly all of the 


.plants in that region, including Gary 
and Hammond, either were closed to- 
day or operating at greatly reduced 
capacity. The strike leaders claimed 
that 75 per cent of the 90,000 work- 
ers were out and that in Gary the 
percentage was 95. 
Steel company 


officials refused to concede a higher 
percentage than twenty. 


MAHONIXG MEN OUT 


In the Mahoning valley district, of 


which Youngstown Is the heart, all 
reports agreed that the strikers had 
achieved their most marked success. 
The strike leaders claimed that 55,- 
000 men 
had qjlt work 
and their 


claims were supported by the fact 
that many large plants were closed, 
three in particular which employ 16,- 
500 men. 
Plants which

operating had admittedly greatly re- 
duced forces. 


BETHLEHEM NEXT .

Chicago, Sept. 23.—With between 


50,000 and 67,000 workmen idle and 
practically every steel plant in the 
Chicago district either closed or op- 
erating with a greatly reduced force 
quiet reigned today. 
The only ar- 


rested reported was at Waukegan 
111, where a striker was taken into 
custody charged with making-threats 
against a workman who refused to 
obey the strike order. 


There were fewer strikers on the 


streets in the vicinity of the plants 
than yesterday and the police ex- 
perienced no difficulty in maintain- 
ing order. 


John Fitzpatrick, organizer of the 


steel workers, announced that 67,000 
men are Idle In the Chicago district 
and predicted that within a few days 
every steel plant In this section wll 
be closed down.

NO FUNDS FOR TRAVEL. 


The Social Service Bureau has had 


many requests for transportation of 
charitable cases, and is kept busy ex- 
plaining that Its funds are solely for 
local use. 
The bureau often has 


helped In furnishing money for trans- 
portation whenever It seemed advis- 
able, but Its limited fund Is not to be 
used for that 
purpose 
when It is 


needed for local charity. 
The bureau 


does have a charity ticket, issued by 
the 
railroad 
administration 
which 


provides half fare for those persons 
leaving: town who will not be objects 
of charity when they reach their new 
destination. 


EXCEPTIONAL CASES. 


The charity ticket was used re- 


cently in a worthy case. 
A man who 


was tubercular wished to go with his 
wife to Wisconsin. 
He had a letter 


from a firm there, offering him forty 
five cents an hour to work In the 
pine woods, where at the same time 
his health may be benefited. 
His 


wife had secured a position In a hotel. 
Since the two would be self-support 
ing when they arrived there, the local 
bureau gave them the benefit of the 
free half-fare ticket. 


Another Instance where the ticket 


was used was In the case of an aged 
minister, partly paralyzed, known by 
some local church people, who be- 
came ill while In Decatur. 
He was 


taken to a hospital over nls'nt and 


I the next day the bureau sent him to 


a brother In another city. 


It is only in exceptional cases that 


the bureau furnishes transportation, 
although calls are made upon It con- 
tinually for money for that purpose.

Bloomington. 


Following i. session at which some 


•nost Important action was taken the 
annual Illinois Methodist conference 
closed its meeting at Charleston about 
7:30 Monday evening, when the ap- 
pointments for the coming year were 
read by Bishop Nicholson. The mat- 
ter of making the appointments this 
year was so difficult that It was not 
until Monday evening that the ap- 
pointments were definitely decided. 
The conference then 
adjourned to 


meet In an adjourned session on call 
•ome time before Thanksgiving to 
pass finally on several matters. 


The most Important action taken by 


the conference was with reference 
to the consolidation of the Illinois 
Methodist and Central Illinois confer- 
ences. The conference voted almost 
unanimously tn favor of the consoli- 
dation Monday afternoon. 


FOtTR CONFERENCES. 


Originally the Illinois conference 


Included not only this state but Ind- 
iana and yarts of Kentucky and Mis- 
souri. As the territory became set- 
tled it became necessary to reduce 
th» territory, until now there are 
four conferences in Illinois alone. 
Rock River conference includes Chi- 
cago and territory south to a line 
running across from Kankakee to 
Rock Island.. Central Illinois confer- 
ence Includes Rock Island and Kan- 
kakee with the territory south to a 
line running east and west between 
Bloomington and Normal, the former 
being in Illinois conference while 
Normal is in Central Illinois confer- 
ence. Illinois conference has the ter- 
ritory from this line south to a line 
running through Marshall and Hills- 
boro, while Southern Illinois confer- 
ence Includes the rest 
of 
Illinois 


south of that line. 


The division of Illinois Into confer- 


ences has never been altogether sat- 
isfactory. The work and problems of 
Illinois and Central Illinois confer- 
ences have been practically the same 
and for many reasons there has been 
a growing feeling that they should 
combine. 
The matter was up four 


years ago but was defeated by vote of 
both conferences. 


COVERS BIG TEP.RITORT. 


The Central 
Illinois conference 


sent a committee to present the mat- 
ter at this session of Illinois confer- 
ence, and us,-J a chart and map to 
show the desirability of the consoli- 
dation. 
The matter was fully con- 


sidered and by a large majority the 
conference voted favorably on 
the 


proposition this year, 
provided 
tht> 


legal and other details can be ar- 
ranged. 


The only valid objection to tho 


combination of the two conferences 
was that it will make the conference 
of such size that it will be unwieldy 
In the transaction of business and 
difficulty in the matter of entertain- 
ment. The latter can be handled by 


by the action of the conference. The 
matter was further complicated by 
the fact that the position of Central 
Illinois conference, which has equal 
rights in the school, was 
directly 


opposite to that of the Illinois con-

WORK OUT DETAILS 


Some Changes to Me.et Lo- 


cal Conditions. 


Formation of a housing corporation 


for Deca4ur to supervise the financing 
of new houses here closely following 
the plan which has been used by 
Janesville, WIs., was recommended to 
the housing committee of the Associ- 
ation of Commerce by the directors 
of that organization Monday night. 
The special housing committee con- 
sisting, of T. J. Prentice, chairman, 
R. P. Vail and A. M. Kenney expect- 
ed to meet Tuesday afternoon at $ 
o'clock to go over* details of the plan 
which will doubtless be adopted. 


In a general way this plan, as used 


in Janesville where the location of 
a large industry made imperative the 
erection of a large number of houses 
immediately, calls for the payment 
down by the builder of ten per cent 
and a payment, thereafter of one per 
cent a month. There, as it Is ex- 
pected will be done here, the banks 
finance sixty per cent of the cost 
on a first mortgage loan, the hous- 
ing corporation taking care of the 
balance on a second mortgage, the 
title to the property remaining in 
the housing corporation 
until the 


extinguishment of the second mort- 
gage when it is turned over to the 
owner under the first mortgage. 


TO FORM CORPORATION. 


It is expected that a corporation 


will be formed here with capital to 
carry this work forward but it Is 
not believed that one as large as that 
formed for Janesville, $300,000 capi- 
tal, will be needed here. 


Details of the plan as Influence,! 


by local conditions will be worked 
out by the committee.

good 


houses will be built here and it is 
not planned that the housing cor- 
poration shall make any profit above 
the interest on the money Invested, 
all possible benefit being given to 
the man who Is paying for the pro- 
perty.

Men also were so anxious to get 


home that they would often conceal, 
as far as possible, any physical de- 
fects so that they could get their 
discharges from service or hospitals 
with the result that ^some of
